1.  The  Policy  of  preserving  Absolute  Boundary  and  Security 
of  Life. 

yu  Chung-han's  policy  la  prcacrvlng  abaolute  boundary  and  • 
aeourlty  of  life  for  the  four  provlncea  that  conatltute  the 
porth-eaatem  area  of  China  by  aeverlng  relatlona  with  the  old  ^ 
military  clique  and  the  Nanking  Peglme  and  eatabllahlng  a 
New  indeparktat  country.  Coming  back  to  hla  temporary  realdonce 
In  the  wall^clty  of  Mukden  m  the  5rd  of  November,  ho 
immediately  called  a  meeting^ the  membera  of  the  Paace 
Maintenance  Committee  and  atrongly  Inaleted  that  the  policy  of 
prcacrvlng  abaolute  boundary  and  aecurlty  of  life  waa  neceaaary 
for  the  purpoae  of  governing  the  four  north-eaatcm  provlncea 
(17  charactera  omitted)  and  advlaed  them  to  aever  relatlona 
with  the  former  Chang  Hauchllang'a  Neglme  and  the  Nanking 
Oovemment.  By  hla  advice,  the  committee,  repreaentlng  all  the 
political  powera  took  atepa  to  publlah  the  provincial  ordinance. 
Howeveqhla  political  opinion  of  prcacrvlng  abaolute. boundary 
and  aecurlty  of  life  la  baaed  upon  the  realization  of  rule  by 
juatlce.  He  aaya:  "People  are  apt  to  take  the  phraae.  Pule  by 
juatlce«,'aa  an  out  of  date  phraae,  but  I  believe  the  eaaenae  . 
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the  spiritual  culture  of  the  orient  ?8  Pule  by  Justice  and 
.his  principle  will  never  become  out  of  date.  It  will 
continue  to  hold  new  meanings  always,  and  will  have  everlasting 

Value  and  meaning." 

HO  often  oubmlttod  hla  view,  to  the  authorltloo  regarding 
nulo  by  Juatlce  In  the  admlnlatratlon  of  the  oaatom  provlnoca, 
but  ho  «aa  not  only  made  light  of  but  alao  kept  at  a  dlatanco 
and  finally  ropulaod.  Howovor,  daya  of  military  government 
baa  oomo  to  an  and  and  the  polltloal  revolution  of  the  oaatom 
provlnooa  haa  taken  plaoo .  Thla  la  all  natural .  We  muat  bo 
firmly  detormlnd  to  enforce  right  government. 

The  hlgheat  form  of  rlghteoua  government  glvoo  perfect 
peace  to  people)  It  beatowa  favour  to.  all;  there  will  be  no 
trouble  nor  atrlfe)  people  will  bo  able  to  live  with  perfect 

ease,  whereby  a  paradise  Is  bom. 

If  any  one  ahould  hinder  the  realltatlon  of  the  rlghteoua 

'government  with  the  fore -mentioned  Ideala.  he  muat  be  taken  aa 
a  devil  and  the  greateat  enemy  to  mankind.  People  of  the  world 
'  with  high  moral  aenee  would  be  aure  to  anpport  the  thirty 
■  million  people  of  Hanohurla,  who  arc  exerting  every  effort  to 
get  rid  of  evil  admlnlatratlon,  In  the  eatabllahment  of  a 
rlghteoua  government.  In  order  to  materlallaa  thla  Ideal, 

«  la  very  Important  to  aever  relatione  with  Ohang-Hauehllang.a 
;  regime  and  the  Nanking  oovernment.  The  North  eaatern  provlneea 
i  are  thinly  populated  but  are  fertile  and  abound  In  natural 
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rpaources.  .Therefore,  If  all  goes  well  with  the  government, 

within  a  few  years'  time  prosperity  will  come  and  turn  the 

oounty  Into  a  paredloe.  The  people  of  Manchuria  had  suffered 

the  worst  adrolnistrnticn  under  the  war-lords  who  dictated  the 

thirty  million  people  with  their  military  power  the  past  twenty 

years.  Those  w&r-lorda,  paying  least  attention  to  the 

improvement  of  induslles,  engaged  only  in  perpetual  strifes 

with  one  another  .Inst  to  occupy  a  few  castles  or  a  small  tract 

of  land,  and  simply  to  gain  personal  profits  or  prosperity  for 

their  families  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  people.  To  cite  an 

example  these  was  peace  for  only  four  or  five  years  after  Chang 

Tsuolln  came  Into  powers,  during  which  tine  Wang  Yung-chiang,  ar 

expert  financier,  made  exertions  to  regulate  the  finance  of  the 

provinces.  He  succeeded  In  accumulating  fifty  million  yuan, 

which  he  deposited  In  the  goverament  hank  as  surplus  at  an 

Interest  rate  cf  5^^  a  year  and  with  a  condition  that  It  must 

not  be  used  urder  any  condition.  Ho  thus  laid  a  financial  base 

for  the  provincial  government.  He  also  intended  to  abolish 

taxation  and  to  apcropi'late  the  surplus  fxmd  to  the  devolop- 

'  ment  of  the  provincial  Industries,  but  greatly  to  his 

disappointment,  the  First  lAi’kden-pe.ahllJ  war  broke  out  and 

,  Chang  Teuo-lln  was  defeated.  Upon  his  return  from  defeat 

Chang  Tsuo-lln  concentrated  for  revenge  and  expanded  his 

military  forces  lending  no  ear  to  the  admlnltlona  of. his 

followers  and  advisers  and  at  last  built  the  huge  arsenal  we 
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see  no*.  The  second  tJukden-Pechlll  wsr  coismensed  snd  It  was  '-r 

followd  hy  Chang  Tano-lln-ICuo  Sung  Hang  nattle . 

Wang  yung-chlang  and  then  Tfa  Chung-han  parted  with  Chang 
Tsuo-lln.  with  the  Increased  prodnctlcn  of  armament  and  the 
enlargement  of  arsenals,  the  P..Men  was  overissued  with  paper 
notes.  The  plooddr.g  of  noteo  caused  the  notes  to  lose  value 
until  they  beooae  worthless  as  scrap  paper.  The  people  were 
driven  Into  such  a  sad  plight  that  they  could  not  buy  food  nor 
fuel  even  with  hand  fulls  of  their  notea.  But  the  populace  had 
no  bower  to  oppose  against  this  had  rule.  There  waa  an  Instance 
where  three  good  merchants  were  shot  to  death  because  they 
ewchanged  their  Kukden  notes  and.  were  change  of  having 
disturbed  the  market.  This  Incident  has  caused  the  people  to 
wonder,  If  God's  teaching  Is  always  Just.  The  day  has  now  comd 
when  the  people  of  ,'anchurla  are  hTtad  from  the  yoke  of 
tyranny.  People  of  high  mox-elity  In  th.is  world.  In  via.  of 
hurtanity  an^  ^a.<?t  Asia  peace,  will  not  hesl-a..e  to  re.i 
heartful  aaslatance  to  the  thirty  million  people  of  var.ohurla 
who  are  striving  to  establlah  a  good  government  by  their  free 
will.  And  there  Is  no  othsr  method  to  realise  this  policy, 
thsn  tc  secure  slsolute  Indcoendsnce  and  sccur' ty  of  life  for 
the  people.  The  shove  Is  the  gist  of  onang-har.'s  political

Therefore,  It 
Is  of  primary  l)jpcri;a’ico.  to  Srauo,  at  the  hegihn’ng  of  the 
organization  of  this  new  '’t,  gime  ,a'jrand  proclaireblon  rogerdlng 
Its  principles  of  administration  and  let  the  people  know  what 
the  new  regime  intends  to  do.  The  principles  of  administration 
of  the  new  government  will  be  rovighly  suirmed  as  follcrvs :  The 
abolishment  of  the  old  regime  xinder  the  military  clique  and 
establishment  of  a  good  government  based  upon  the  people's  will; 
reformation  of  maladministration  by  ouch  as  abolishment  of  bad 
taxation  which  lessens  the  people's  burden,  and  regu?^atlon  of 
tax  system  which  equalises  the  people's  liability;  appropriation 
for  Industrial  development  of  the  money,  ao  far  used  for 
military  expenditure  and  con3oqu'»ntly  I'or  nutual  killing  among 
the  people,  proBictlon  of  the  we?.fara  of  the  people;  'npro/cment 
and  diffusion  of  religlcuo  education  for  the  cultivation  among 
the  people  of  morality  v/hlch  has  long  been  nsglected;  adoption 
of  strong  measures  to  maintain  pence  and  order  and  insure  the 
perfect  protection  of  life  and  property;  and  lastly  strict 
prohibition  of  official's  bribery,  the  most  vicious. of  our 
administrative  evils. 
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If  these  principle  be  vindicated  and  fair  government 
realized,  all  the  people  of  Manchuria  will  surely  admire  and 
follow  the  new  regime.  If  Government  and  people  discharge 
their  several  duties,  through  mutual  trust.  It  will  not  be 
difficult  for  the  new  regime  to  attain  Its  object.  If,  for  the 
development  of  people's  life.  Industries  are  encouraged,  taxes 
alleviated,  life  and  property  secured,  and  the  currency  system 
radically  reformed,  and  If  these  measures  are  carried  out  -1th 
morality  as  the  guiding  spirit,  then  will  there  be  opened  a 

broqd  avenue  extending  to  a  hopeful  ftiture  . 

If  the  officials,  who  are  to  participate  In  the  new  regime, 
faithfully  follow  the  above  principles  and  closely  cooperate 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  our  Ideals  will  surely  be 

attained .

yes,  there  are  surely  had  officials,  but  bad  system  Is 
partly  tl  blame,  for  producing  such  off! dais.  For  Instance, 
a  prefectural  policeman's  solary  Is  eight  yuan  a  month  In 
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current  Chinese  money  l,e,  no  more  than  four  yen  In  Japanese 
gold — not  enoxigh  onen  to  buy  his  tobacco,  and  altogether  too 
•  small  to  provide  for  himself,  not  to  soy  for  his  famlll.  How 

4 

can  we  expect  him  to  perform  his  duties  properly.  A  salary  of 
this  proportion  autiiorize?  him  In  a  way,  to  resort  to  Illegal 
conduct.  The  salaries  of  prafeetur^l  governors  and  department 

t 

heads  are  equally  small,  and  to  make  matters  worse,  their 

salaries  are  dlaoovmted  by  thirty  or  fifty  per  cent  every  month, 

for  the  purpose  of  wringing  out  the  military  expences .  Hanyo 

■  and  Llayo’  are  first  grade  prefectures  but  the  dalarles  of  their 

goveroors  are  only  three  hundred  and  sixty  yuen  per  month  In 

current  Chinese  money,  that  Is,  not  more  than  170-180  yen  In 

Japanese  gold,.  On  such  a  small  salary  as  this  and  living  as 

* 

he  does  In  his  cusy,  expendlve  prefeotural  capital,  he  cannot 

•  comfortably  live  a  sociable  and  dignified  life  proper  this 
officials  position,  in  such  clrcxvnstances  he  Is,  despite 
himself,  drawn  toward  accepting  bribes.  Therefore,  the  bad 

•  system  has  much  to  do  with  the  appearance  of  bad  officials. 

Ideal  rule  cannot  be  expected  so  long  as  a  governor  whose 
salary  Is  no  more  than  300  yuan  per  month. can  acovmulate  30  or 

40  thovisand  yuan  a  year.  .First  give  enough  salary  to  officials 

% 

so  as  to  allow  them  a  proper  living  and  then  strictly  pimlsh 

their  corrupted  deads.  If  his  salary  can  support  himself  and 

his  family  and  leaves  him  some  surplus,  he  will  never  willingly 

go  astray.  At  the  beginning  of  the  new  regime,  we  must  not  only 

revise  the  salary  shedule  regulations  and  give  the  officials  a 
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Buiiioipnx;  pconomio  Daclcgroiinc?  but  also,  establish  regulations 
for  retiring  allowances  and  special  provlnslons  for  those  who 
fall  victim  to  their  officials  duties  so  that  our  officials 
may  attend  to  their  duties  wlthoixt  economic  anxieties,  it  is 
far  better  for  a  country  to  ppo^ide  its  officials  with  high 
salaries  and  thcrby  prevent  them  becoming  corrupted.  Though 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  Irradlcate  this  vicious  custom 
of  long  tradition  the  new  regime  must  do  it  by  the  enforcement 
of  proper  laws,  if  not,  the  new  regime  will  fall  back  to  the 
old  evils  and  its  ideal  for  the  "rule  of  lustlce"  will  hp 
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The  Sian  squandered  Illegally  In  the  financial  section  of  any 

\ 

of  the  provincial  governments  has  been  tens  of  millions  of  yuan. 

Tho  Incomes  of  each  province  will  be  multiplied  If  Its  Incomes 

and  .expenditures  are  made  clear,  so  that  not  a  single  unlawful 

disbursement  Is  to  br  peimiltted.  To  establish  a  board  of  audit 

which  adheres  to  absolute  fairness  Is  the  first  step  toward

Just  government. 

6.  Radical  Reforms  In  police  System. 

Reforms  and  perfection  of  police  system  Is  the  most 
essential  requirement  for  the  consolidation  of  the  new 

# 

government.  Police  officials  are  always  in  close  contact  with 

the  people  because  their  duties  are  to  maintain  security  of 

order 

life  and  property  and  keep  peace  and  for  the  people.  It  la  also 

their  duty  to  report  to  the  ruling  authorities  the  general 
% 

affairs  of  the  people  and  to  let  the  people  know  the  governments 
will.  Therefore  It  Is  Important  to  pick  up  good  men  for  police 
officials,  wx-pollcnman,  ex-soldlers  and  such  townafolks  as 
have  been  contaminated"  by  evil  customs  of  the  city  must  be 
excluded,  for  they  can  not  be  easily  cured  of  their  evil 
habits.  It  Is  very  difficult  to  dlstlncralsh  a  bandit  from  a  ^ 
policeman  or  a  soldier;  for  these  three  have  come  of  a  single 
stock  of  desperate  men  whose  existence  has  been  the  cancer  to 


the  welfare  of  the  people.  If,  by  mistake,  these  should  be 
employed  for  Its  police  work,  the  New  Regime  will  have  little 
hope  of  success,  however  perfectly  Its  political  system  may  be 
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established.  'The  righteous  Government  which  we  are  so  firmly 
Insisting  upon  must  bo  founded  on  a  good  police  system,  so 
that  It  Is  of  vital  necessity  to  choose  truly  etruate  men  for 
the  office,  when  we  employ  policemen  In  the  new  govelhiment  we 
must  follow  the  example  of  Tseng  Kuo- fan.  His  success  In 
annihilating  the  Talplng  Rebellion  lay  chiefly  In  his  able 
organization  of  the  volunteer  service  system  and  wise  choice  of 
soldiers  for  the  service.  He  never  allowed  ex-soldlers  to  be 
enlisted  again  In  the  volunteer  corps,  which  he  organized 
exclusively  with  peasant  youths.  These  young  men  were  so 
simple  and  honest  that  they  perfectly  obeyed  Tseng's  orders 
and  acted  under  his  complete  control.  It  wag  by  the  efforts 
of  these  young  men  that  Tseng  finally  subdued  the  rebellious 
army  which  had  already  captured  more  than  660  prefectures. 

For  the  police  organization  of  the  new  government,  we  Intend 
to  Invite  simple  and  honest  peasant  youths  and  train  them  to 
be  good  policemen.  They  shall  be  paid  a  monthly  salary  of 
40  yuan  for  the  minimum  at  the  start  and  this  sum  shall  be 
gradually  Increased  to  60  and  60  yuan.  They  shall  be  not  only 
promoted  to  pollce-sergents ,  Inspectors  and  superintendents 
but  the  ablest  of  them  shall  be  appointed  even  prefectural 
governors.  Moreover  they  shall  be  assured  of  getting  retiring 
allowances  against  old> age .  By  such  measures  as  those  It  will 
not  be  difficult  to  get  them  freed  from  the  bad  old  customs, 
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v'.acl  ♦■/ntit!  lay  a  foundation  for  a  truly  popular  rolloe  system. 

The  police  shall  be  divided  Into  peace  and  administrative 

pollcG  .  Ten  thousand  policemen  will  be  enough  to  the  whole 

province  of  Llao-nlng.  The  peace  police  shall  be  sufficiently 

armed  with,  machine-guns,  rifles,  moborcars  and  horses  and  be 

so  organized  as  to  allow  It  speedy  movement  In  any  direction 

required.  It  shaxl  be  divided  Into  several  units,  each 
\ 

consisting  of  about  five  hundred.  Six  police  stations,  each 
composed  of  ono  of  such  units,  will  be  sufficient  for  Liao- 

I 

nlng  Province.  The  administrative  police  shall  also  be  armed, 
but  It  shall  be  used  chiefly  as  auxiliary  to  the  lower 
ad.mlnlstrabivo  organa.  Consequently  the  training  for  the 
administrative  police  shall  be  somewhat  different.  Side  by 
side  with  the  police  reforms,  the  establishment  of  census  law 
Ic  very  urgnnt .  The  Imperfection  of  our  census  system  has 
afforded  shelter  to  vuideslrablo  social  elements.  If  census 
taking  Is  carried  out  to  every  nook  and  comer,  it  will  be 
easy  to  search  for  criminals.  The  New  Peglme  must  have  its 
local  authorities  faithfully  attend  to  census-taking  so  that 
civil  '’^^i3try  may  be  promptly  and  thorougMy  enforced.  This  _ 
Is  doubtless  no  eaey  task  but  It  must  be  carried  out  at  any 
cost.  The  question  of  the  eatabllshment  of  the  training 
Institutions  for  policemen  shall  be  well  studied  shortly  and 
the  best  plan  for  it  be  worked  out . 
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6.  Anti-Armmtint  Principle  of  the  New  Government.; 

YU  fihuag-han's  strong  emphasis  against  mllltarlsur  Is  one 

I 

of  his  most  far-sighted  and  most  reasonable  principles.  A 
vonroe.  T5octrlne  firmly  Insisted  upon  for  Manchuria  and  the 
righteous  Pule  held  up  as  the 'sacred  Ideal cf  the  new  government

do  not  need  an  army  he-  says •  Fe  has  come  to  this  conviction 
through  his  adherence  to  the  high  philosophical  truth  that 
non -aggress Ion  never  creates  enemy.  He  fears. that  the  viand  of 
peace  that  his  new  government  Intends  to  build  up  may  again 
be  turned  into. a  land  of  militarism  If  It  should  depend. on  an 
armed  background.  Disarmament  is  absolutely  necessary  for  a 
genuine  and  sound  Rule  of  Justice.  It  Is  not  easy  for’ the 
Vew  Regime  to  have  a  defence  army  for  gviardlng  the  independence 
of  Manchuria-  because  It  Is  beyond  its  power  to  keep  an  army 
effective  enoiigh  successfully  to  defend  to  country  sltviated 
')etween  two  strong  powers,  Russia  and  Japan.  Chang-Hsueh- 
llang‘s  army  which  had  boasted  of  being  the  strongest  of  all 
Chinese  armies  was  defeated  at  Manohull  and  Halral  the  year 
before  last  at  the  time  of  the  Russo-Chlnese  trouble.  This 
reputedly  strongest  Chinese  army  was  no  match  even  to  the 

t 

Russians.  It  is  far  more  difficult  to  organize  a  defence  army 
against  the  big  and  powerful  army  of  Jai:an.  The  New  Regime 
could  not  oom.pete  with  Japan  even  If  It  were  to  enlist  the 
entire  30,000,000  pujiulatlon  of  the  North-eastern  Provinces. 
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However  big  a  standing  army  Manchuria  might  maintain  Japan 
ofetkld  easily  Invade  Msnchurla  and  Mongolia  If  Bhc  has  a  will 
to  do  so.  Consequently  .1  national  defence  a’rmy  would  be 
completely  useless  for  Manchuria.  For  the  suppression  of 
bandits  police  troops  wc-uld  be  enough.  This  thoroughgoing 
reasoning  Is  the  cause  of  YU  Chung~han»s  adherance  to  his 

non-armament  principle. 

In  short,  Yu  Chung-han»s  political  Ideal  Is 
TO  unite  the  four  Norf.a-ea stein  provinces  Into  one  Independent 
state  founded  on  a  Monroe  Doctrine,  to  be  published  and 
vindicated  to  the  world;  to  build  an  Ideal  peace  country 
through  economic  cooperation  with  Japan  while  holding  Up  an 
equal  opportunity  prlrclple  for  all  the- nations  of  the  world. 

We  have  a  good  example  ,  he  says,  of  a  non-armed  state  in 
wupope,  namely  Switzerland.  It  Is  not  impossible  for  us  to 
build  such  another  stt tc  .  If  China  should  attack  us  from  the 
south  over  the  Groat  Vuils,  Japan  will  have  to  encounter  her 
force  for  the  purpose  of  maintalng  peace  In  Manchuria.  If 
Pussla  should  invade  our  land,  Japan  wiil  also  be  obliged  to 
take  up  arms  against  1  he  Invader.  This  Is  not  meant 'to  bo 
an  offensive  and  defer  slve  alHonco  with  Japan,  but  In  any  case 
our  new  government  car  certainly  get  along  far  better  without 
malntanlng  a  single  scldler.  What  it  aspires  to  do  Is  to  build 
a  peetless  land  of  blessed  peace  and  happiness  based  upon  the 
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Ideal  of  Rlghteoro  lulo,  and  devoted  oxclua^.vely  to  economic 
and  cultural  phases  of  statecraft,  under  Japanese  cooperation 
we  will  strive  ft*r  the  realization  of  this  significant  work, 
and  under  mutual  respect  and  for  the  sake  of  co-prosperity  of 
the  two  oountrlMB,  we  look  forward  to  the  efflorescence  of  our 
peaceful  Ideal.  It  Is  the  sole  object  of  our  aspiration  to 
build  a  cotintry  where  there  Is  no  strife,  nor  dlscrlminctdon 
all  being  equally  entitled  for  a  liiippy  cooperative  life  .  In 
order  to  build  auch  a  covintry,  wc,  the  r.orth-eastcm  people, 
■should  exert  ourselves  to  the  utmost,  but  at  the  same  time  we 
look  forward  to  sympathy  and  hearl;^  support  from  Japan.  By 
cooperation  with  Japan,  we  must  create  a  truly  peaceful  country 
and  see  to  Its  development  and  pro.jperlty.  We  wish  that  stioh 
an  unhappy  Incident  as  has  recently  taken  place,  will  never 
occur  agaln,-At  the  beginning  of  ttls  xindertaklng  wo  sincerely 
hope  that  Japan  and  Manchuria  will  make  an  ansplclous  start 
through  mutual  respect  and  nUiloaMe  cooperation  since  mutual 
regards  entirely  decide  the  course  of  this  undertaking.  A 
Japanese  proverb  says,  "  A  companion  la  needed  In  travelling, 
and  love  In  life'!’,  if  the  two  countries  work  together  in  the 
above  spirit  they  will  surely  be  able  to  build  an  Ideal 
country  of  peace.

The  New  Regime, must  therefore  promptly'make  plans  for 
road  construction  with  sufficient  appropriation  of  funds. 

Industrial  questions  being  of  a  complicated  nature  there 
is  no  adequate  plan  in  my  mind  yet  fob  proper  industrial 
administration.  What  we  have  to  do  is,  in  my  opinion,  to 
base  our  plan  upon  the  studieef  and  inveatlgatlons  of

(b)  Pending  Problems. 

To  leave  a  problem  unsettled  already  shows  a  sign  of 
discord.  If  there  Imve  been  hundreds  of  pending  problems  It 
has  been  quite  natural  for  an  unfiappy  event,  such  as  has 
recently  occurred,  to  take  place.  The  New  Peglme  Intends 
promptly  to  solve  these  unsettled  problems . 

There  may  be  some  business  concerns  of  Japanese  Invest¬ 
ment  under  Chinese  names  that  have  been  confiscated  or 
forbidden  to  carry  on  their  business.  They  are  advised  to 
tender  their  evidential  documents  that -may  be  kept  at  the 
consulate -general  and' such  other  places.  Their  circumstances 
will  be  carefully  Investigated  Into  and  an  adequate  settlement 
given  each  of  them.  We  will  remove  all  pending  questions  and 
make  a  fresh  start  with  a  completely  renewed  vigor  and 
goodwill . 

(o)  Local  Self-Government* 

Local  self-government  Is,  to  be  realized  In  accoi?dance  with 
the  traditions,  customs  and  manners  of  each  locality.  It  Is 
difficult  to  reach  a  high  Ideal  atabomid.  »vll  customs  of  long 
tradition  do  not  die  so  soon.  For  Instance,  It  la  Impossible

rather  advisable  to  o/nrlook  It  if  enjoyed  at  home  during 
the  first  three  dajs  or  so  of  Janvary.
